The victim had inJbrmalioii m her phone hiil refused to allow oflicers to sec it and indicated 
she'd erased all the informcition. A search warrant was w ritten for her hacebofak and Instamam 
accounts. Investigators were looking for evidence to pro\’e Susp Bunton jiroxided the victim 
information regarding classillcd opcratitins and or other classified police information. 

I here w'ere 76000 ' pages ol'imeehook cw'idence and equally large amount of information from 
Instagram. I divided the search among investigators and searched for information regarding 
Susp Bunton. I he data was very dilllcult to manipulate on our computers and had be put in a 
format we could manipulate.

When she got to the sally port I told her she could 
smoke believing she was going to smoke a cigarette. Instead she pulled out marijuatia blunt and started 
to light it.

We transported the victim to Richmond. The victim confirmed with me during the transport ttiat she 
wanted no further action taken by tlie department. She continued to refuse to provide information to 
me in regards to the other officers.
